Sand may not seem to be an ideal material 
to live in, yet many kinds of animals use it 
for this purpose. In fact, a surprising variety 
of creatures spend all or part of their life 
in this seemingly inhospitable environment, 
each kind solving the problems involved by 


various clever devices. 


The. unsuitability of sand as a habitation 
fs largely due to its unstable, shifting nature. 
Excavations in it are short-lived because the 
walls tend to collapse particularly when the 


sand becomes too dry or too 


living in sand holes therefore have to clear out 
the passage-ways constantly or move into 
sand that is still cohesive or devise some 
method to prevent sand walls from eaving in. 
Sand also tends to clog gills, 


other exposed moving joints

NATURE onthe ISLAND 


> By Cliff Carl 


Sand may not seem to be an ideal material 
to live in, yet many kinds of animals use it 
for this purpose. In fact, a surprising variety 
of creatures spend all-or part of their life 
in this seemingly inhospitable environment, 
each kind solving the problems involved by 
various clever devices. 

The unsuitability of sand as a habitation. 
is largely due to its unstable, shifting nature. 
Excavations in it are short-lived because the 
walls tend to collapse particularly when the 
sand becomes too dry or too wet. Animals 
living in sand holes therefore have to clear out 
the passaje-ways constantly. or move into 
sand that is still cohesive or devise some 
method to prevent sand walls from caving in. 

Sand. also tends. to clog gills, jaws, and 
other exposed moving joints of -creatures 
digging beneath its surface. It therefore re- 
stricts its inhabitants to. those animals that 
have successfully solved the problem by 
keeping this destructive abrasive from cutting 
off the flow of water or air or from entering 
and damaging their vital machinery. 

* * * 

Sand is notoriously poor as a retainer ‘of 
water. On land it dries out rapidly creating 
a desert in which only a few drought-tolerant 
forms can live, At the same time the upper 
strata may become exceedingly het by ex- 
posure to the sun for prolonged periods which 
makes these layers practically untenable by 
animal life. ‘ 

One might wonder, then, why some animals 
choose ‘to live in a substance that seemingly 
is so unsuitable. The reason is two-fold. First, 
sand offers a ready cover against predators 
or unfavorable conditions above the surface 
and second it sometimes contains yast 
quantities of food materials available to all 
with the ability to extract it 


As a shelter sand is almost ideal; be- 


cause of its mobility animals can quickly dive 
into it and bury themsleves out of sight and 
they can emerge equally rapidly. The system 
works both under-water and on land. On lakes 
or sea-bottom sand has the properties of a 
semi-liquid, permitting relatively fast travel 
beneath its surface. On land there is another 
advantage; the digger can penetrate below 
the super-heated layer to levels of almost any 
desired temperature using the upper strata as 
insulation. In this’ situation penetration of the 
upper layers or actual emergence is usually 
restricted to night time or periods of dull 
weather when the surface strata are more 
bearable temperature-wise. 

Its use as a cover works both ways, too. 
Besides shielding the prey from the predator 
it enables a hunter to remain concealed until 
a victim comes within striking distance. Both 
the pursuer and the pursued seek the shelter 
provided by layers of sand but for diametric- 
ally opposite reasons. 

The food resources found in sand are 
also partly the result of the mobile nature of 
this material. Decaying plant and animal 
tissues become ground up by wave action on 
the beach and the resulting mulch becomes 
thoroughly “mixed with sand by the same 
water movements. Here the minute particles 
of organic matter remain trapped until a 
sand-burrowing animal arrives equipped in 
some special way to tap this rich resource. 

Although sand offers living conditions that 
are much less attractive than those. in other 
environments it is by no means a desert. In 
fact it is populated by a large number of 
creatures that, in some cases, have turned the 
drawbacks to theit own advantage.

Our New Flag Illegal? 


TORONTO — A Toronto 
monthly newspaper, The Inde- 
pendent Businessman, has 
published a letter-which, the 
paper says, shows “our na- 
tional flag came about in a 
way that|was unprecedented 
and so illegal.”
